So intense is the popular feeling in Rome 

against the vatican In connection with the 
crisis In France that serious disorders were 
expected to result from an anti-clerica] dem- 
-onstration arranged for thie afternoon. The 
whole police force and the entire military 
garrison were placed under arma. 
' The demonstration was to have taken place 
at 40'clock outside the Parnese palace, the 
seat of the French embassy. Hours before 
that time police and soldiers took possession 
of the neighboring streets. 


Cavalry All Around Vatican. 

The vatican was surrounded by cavalry, 
the horses being unshod to enable the troop- 
ers if necessary to charge over the cobble 
etones. The streets and bridges leading to 
the vatican were occupied by the troops, 
ané all traffic wasstopped. A strong force of 
troops was stationed in the Piazza Farnese, 
where the French embassy is located 

Large crowds, composed mostly of stu- 
denta, loafers, and the drége of the city, 
gathered early in the afternoon. They at 
first trie@ to reach the vatican, but found 
every where a line of bayonets opposing them. 
Several rughes occurred and there were 
shouts of “Death to the priests,”’ “ Down 
with the pope,” and “ Long live France.” 

The soldiers stood their ground firmly, and 
none of the crowd passed them. Some of the 
more @emonstrative werearrested. Then the 
mob tried to reach the embassy, but troops 
cordoned the streets leading to the Piasza 
Farnese and prevented them. Several 
charges were made and the crowd was not 
allowed to gather strength. 


Mob Grows Daring at Night. 

Thousends of “leryonstratora friendly te 
France and of anti-vatican tendencies gath- 
ered again tonight in the piazza adjoining the 
Farnese palace in an endeavor td exprese 
their pleasure at France’s action toward the 
ehurch. 

The demonstrators, led by a dozen radical 

and republican of the 
chamber of deputies, 1 Prince Bor- * 
ghese, after vainly attempting to break the 
cerdon, provided themselves with candles 
and formed into a mock procession, intoning 
the Miserere as an indication of the death of 
elericalism, amidet.cries of “Long live 
France!’ “Long live Clemenceau!’ and 
“ Down with the vatican!” 

Deputies Coste and De Felice tried to ha- 
rangue the people, but the police interfered. 

The demonstration oceurred near the monu- 
ment to Giordano Bruno, the monk philoso- 
pher, who wae burned alive, a victim of re- 
ligious intolerance. Deputy Costa finally 
made himself heard. He sald: 

“ Before this monument to. Bruno, of free 
thought, let us send our epplause to France 
for thie great people continuing the tradi- 
tional obstinate struggle against the moth 
eaten clericalism.”’ 

Cavalry Charges on Crowd. 

Fresh attempts then were made to beat 
back the corfion. The cavairy charged the 
demonstrators; a few of whom were slightly 
injured and severa! arrested. Amid roars 
and shouts and the singing of the” Marseti- 
laise ” the ferment continued until late in the 
evening. 

At a late hour tonight the city continues 
to have the appearance of being in a state 
of siege. Armed soldiers with fixed bayonets 
protect the vatican, the parliament buildings, 
and the embassies, as well as hold the streets 
and squares, -while numbers of others are 
held ready in bbuses and courtyards for use 
in cage of emergency. 

The commander of the papal gendarmes 
called on Cardinal Merry del Val this morn- 
ing and asked for orders; The cardinal re- 
plied that he was to take no precautions. 
He was to leave the doors of St. Peter's open, 
as the government would keep order. 


Government to Protect Pope. 

A commission of the demonstrators was re- 
ceived by M. Barrere, the French ambassa- 
dor, who expressed his appreciation for the 
sympathy of the Roman people. 

The government endeavored by all means 
to prevent the demonstration. The stand 
that the government is taking is that, al- 
though Italy is friendly to France. she does 
not wish to take sides fh the dispute, espe- 
clally when her relations with the church 
are better now than they have been since 
1870. 

The demonstration and the pregence of 
troops outside caused a good deal of excite~- 
ment in the vatican, but the pope remained 
calm throughout. Early in the day another 
official statement was igsued from the offices 
of the papal secretary. 

Vatican Issues New Statement. 

This statement reiterates one previously 
issued declaring that the object of the search 
of the archives in the nunciature at Parts 
after the expulsion of Mgr.

Mrs. Tracey Kilyalion Lying in Sert- 
ous Condition in Hospital. — 


Life had no attractions for Mrs. Tracey 
Kilgallen, 23 years ol, since the tragical 
death of her husband, superintendent of the 
Chicago Heights Terminal and Transfer 
railway. 80 yesterday afternoon she tried 
to commit suicide by firing two bullets into 
her side at her residence at Chicago Heights. 

The condition of the young woman, who 
was operated upon after her father-in-law, 
‘Martin E. Kilgelien, sent a special car to 
take her to the Augustana hospital, is serious. 
She had been married only two years. She 
begged the physicians to let her die, 

Tracey Kilgalien had been only six months 
superintendent of the rallroad, of which his 


father is general manager, when he was 


crushed to death between an engine and a 
passenger car while riding on the footboard 
of a switch engine at Chicago Heights on 
ithe afternoon of Dec. 8. 


| Disconsolate in Her Grief. 

Mrs. Kiigallen could not reconcile herself 
to her husband’s tragic death. She grieved 
continually and at times was hysterical. 
Hoping they would be able to console her, 


to the residence of her father-in-law at 1321 
West Montrose avenue, Chicago, where she 
remained until a few days ago, when she 
asked to be allowed to return to her former 
home in Chicago Heights for a final leave 
taking. 

“Tf I can see ones more the home he 
loved €o0 well and the rooms and the cheire, 
where he used to sit, perhaps I shall feel 
more reconciled,’’ she said. 

Her request was granted and « sister-in- 
law accompanied her. 

M. H. Kilgailen, who, besides being an 
officer of the railroad on which his son was 
killed, is the general manager of the Chicago 
Heights Land association, went to the for- 
mer home of his son at Chicago Heights. 
Soon afterward he left the house to ge to his 
son's grave at’Rosehill cemetery. 

Shoots Herself Twice. 


The widow, shortly after her father-in- 
law’s departure from the house, persuaded 


| her aister-in-law to go back to Chicage on 


what is now believed to have been a fictitious 
errand. Mrs. 8S. Kanouse, a neighbor, was 
asked to stay at the house to keep Mrs. Kil- 
gallen company. 

Soon after the sister-in-law had left Mrs. 
Kilgallen became despondent and said + 
wished she was with her dead husband. She 
wiped her tears away after a time, and said 
she would retire to her room to prepare her 
afternoon toilet. 

She had been in her room about an hour 
when Mre. Kahouse was startied by two 
shots fired in rapid succession. Mrs, Kanouse 
rushed in and found her friend lying on the 
floor suffering from two bullet wounds in the 
abdomen. 

Some of the neighbors went for physicians 
and others to look for the father-in-law,

Mrs. Kiigailen had taken poleon prior to 
shooting herself was denied by M. H. Kil- 
‘gallen, who sald that Dr. Ochaner had been 


unable to find traces of poison. 
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Four, Left Alone by Parents, Carried 
from Third Floor. 


Thrilling rescues of eleven children and 
two women from the upper floors of a three 
story building at 3832 State street by police 
and firemen last evening marked the prosg- 
ress of a blaze that swept through the struc- 
ture, threatening for a time to assume gigan- 
tic proportions. .The loss is estimated at 
about $1,500.

“Their parents are away,” she told the 
police, “ and the oldest is stil? a little child.” 


Break Doors to Rescue. 

Leaving her in the care of friends the two 
policemen again made their way to the top 
floor. When the door of the Marshall home 
was reached it was locked, and, frightened 
at the attempts of. the policemen to force it, 
the children, half smothered, ran to a bed- 
room and secured themselves by locking that 
door. Before the ¢hildren were reached two 
doors had been kicked from their hinges. 

“TI thought It was burglars,” asserted 
Florence Marshall, who had been left in 
charge of three brothers younger than her- 
self, “and was afraid to open the door.” 

Florence, aged 9 years; Harold, 5; Leslie, 3; 
and Willis, 2 monthe old, were overcome by 
the smoke before the open air was reached, 
and were cared for by neighbors. Their 
parents had left the flat for only a short time, 
and had warned Fiorence not to open the 


door.

PARIS QUIET, DISORDER OUTSIDE. 
[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Dec. 16.—The first Sunday under 
the law separating church and state passed 
without excitement in Paris, although re- 
ports from the provinces show there was dis- 
ored in many places. 4 

A dispatch from Brest says. that troops 
were necessary to execute the law there.

A crowd accompanied the bishop of Per- 
hignan to his home. Its presence exciteéa 
counter demonstration and the gendarmerie 
eam to disperse the crowd.

At Perpignan and Amiens Catholics and 
free thinkers came into collision, necessitat- 
ing interference by the police, who quickly 
Aispersed the crowds.

Women Defend Parish Priest.

There 
were only a few cases where rowdies en- 
tered the churches wearing their hats, and 
they were promptly ejected and arrested. . 

Seats Free; No Alms Asked. 

The worshipers found some changes ¢on- 
nected with the services. In the first place,. 
most of the Paris churches opened for en- 
trance only their emall or side doors, but 
their great doors were opened for the exit 
ef the congregations. Inside no church of- 
ficial stood ready to collect payment for 
places, all seats being free under the state. 
In some churches the alme boxes remained as 
usual. In others they were wide open, as a 
reminder to the faithful that such contri- 
butions were no longer the property of the 
church. ay 

In most of the churches the ceremonies 
were conducted with the customary pomp, 
including choral accessories, indicating that 
many of the heretofore paid assistants were 
serving free, or that new means had been 
found to remunerate them; but some churches 
were without altar decorations and had no 
music whatever. The only other noticeable 
change within the churches was the pres- 
enoe in all except the, Madeliene of three 
or four police, who found nothing to do. 
The curé of the Madeliene declined to re- 
ceive protection from the police, but doubtless 
a government agent was present’at the serv- 
ices there. At Notre Dame there were many 
police and detectives to guard against any 
emergency. They were, however, needless, 

Some Catholics seemed to anticipate trou- 
ble. Thirty zealous youths went to Notre 
Dame de la Croix armed with cudgele and 
posted themselves before the great door. The 
curé’s wisdom compelled them to deposit their 
sticks in the sacristy. The persistent 
youths, however, stood guard unarmed. No

Bill Gives Priests Legal Title.

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FIRST GREEK PLAY GIVEN. 


FOREIGN CAST SEEN IN STORY OF 
REVOLUTIONARY DAYS. 


“Eame, the Turkish Girl,” a Story of 
Love and Intrigue on Mediterra- 
mean Shore, Presented Under the 
Auspices of Local Brotherhood So- 
clety-—-Audienge Forgets Life in 
America as Stirring Scenes in Na- 
tive Land’ Are Enacted on Stage. 


The Orpeus Greek theatrical company, 
which i# making its firet American tour after 
five years of successful playing im their 
native land asad Greek provinces, made its 
initial appearance in Chicago last night in 
North Side Turner hall, 257 North Clark 
street, under the auspices of the local Greek 
brotherhood—a philanthropic society—pre- 
senting the first Greek play seen here. 

Those who attended found themselves 
deeply interested in the serio-comic drama, 
‘Heme, the Turkish Girl,” a story of love 
and intrigue during the Greek revolutidn tn 
1821. ‘The scenes of their native land and the 
patriotic deciarations of the armed revolu- 
tionists and their chiefs seemed to take the 
Greek hearers back to the green shores of the 
Mediterranean, where they had heard their 
sires relate the stories of the revolution.. 


Story. of the Play. 

The play, which is one of several the com- 
pany intends to give in Chicago, is a story 
of Esme, the richest girl in Kalavryta, 
Greece, who fell In love at the beginning of 
the revolution with the son of the chief of 
the Greek revolutionists. An especially 
dramatic scene was that where the father 
denounces and disinherits the girl for her 
devotion to the Greek cause, and her dec- 
laration of loyalty to her Greek suitor and 
convérsion to the Christian faith. Greek 
patriotism was thoroughly ardused during 
the closing scene, when actors and audience 
joined in singing the Greek national hymna. 


Government Is Sponsor. 

The company is said to have been sent out 
under the direction of the Greek government. 
There is one woman in the cast—Helen Mau- 
ridou—while several women’s roles are car- 
ried by Greek youths. 

A striking difference between the Greek 
and American stage mannerisms was no- 
ticeable in the fact that the Greeks have no 
use for rouge or artificial complexions. 


IF CHARITABLE, HE 1S GUILTY. 


Fate of Acomsed Embezzler at Kansas 
City Depends on Proof That Mystic 
Shrine Is Benevolent Order. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 16.—[Special. }—Un- 
less it can be proved that the Order of 
Shriners is a benevolent organization, no 
case can be made against Harry H. Allen, 
charged with embezzlement of $7,000 from 
Ararat Temple, Order of the Mystic Shriners. 

Since the shrine is not incorporated such 
a charge under the Missouri law can lie only 
if the organization should prove to be benevo- 
jent, religious, or commercial. 

The state therefore is seeking to prove that 
many acts of charity have been performed 
by theshrine, including aid to destitute mem- 
bers or their families, the purchase of flowers 
for furerals, contributions toward the sup- 
port of widows and orphans, and gifts to flood 
or earthquake sufferers. 
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NATIONNEARBREAKDOWN? 


SLOW UP OR BLOW UP, SENATOR 
HANSBROUGH WARNS. 
Entire Country Overworked, He Says 
~~ Searcity of Labor Blamed for 
Strain on Workers, Hailroad Traf- 
fiC Congestion, and Inferentially 
for Frequency of Train Wrecks— 
Men Doing the Nation’s Work 

Driven Teo Hard aud Teo Faat. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.}— 
Nervous prostration as a national malauy is 
predicted by Senator Henry C. Hansbrough 
of North Dakota who declares that Ameri- 
cans work altogether too hard. 

Senator Hansbrough is a student of the 
transportation problem. He finds the star- 
city of jabor responsible for the present traf- 
fic congestion and the overwork forced on 
railroad men of every degree in some meas- 
ure. responsible for the frequency of wrecks. 
Some railroad officials admit that their fail- 
ure to furnish ample facilities for the car- 
riage of merchandise is caused by the lack 
of labor. As they are unable to get an ade- 
quate supply of labor, those already em- 
ployed are pushed to the utmost. 


Everybody Working Too Hard. 

“ We are working too hard, too rapidly, and 
too long each day,” said Senator Hanébrough 
today. ‘“‘ This evil is not peculiar to the rail- 
road world alone. It extends into nearly 
every line of American business life. The 
pace is swift. We must let up or nervous 
prostration will become distinctly an Amer- 
ican malady.” 

Martin W. Knapp, chairman of the inter- 
state commerce commission, aaserted that 
the whole country is in a state of congestion. 

“The whole country is In a state of more 
or less congestion, in Individual case as in 
organized or corporate case,’ declared Mr. 
Knapp. “ There is a condition of deficiency 
resulting from @emands which exceed the 
present capacity. A railroad performs ex- 
célient service up to about the limit of its 
capacity, but if required to furnish 25 per 
cent more service than it has prepared for 
its whole work is carried on at a disadvan- 
tage, with increased expenses per unit, and 
with more or less confusion and demoraliza- 
tion. Similarly the individual who is trained 
and fitted for a given output of work will 
perform hie accustomed task with entire sat- 
isfaction. But if continuously pressed with 
a considerable excess beyond what he is 
habitually required to meet he, like the raii- 
road, gets into a state of diminished energy 
and discouragement, and so does his work 
per unit at greater friction and with less 
patisfaction than under normal circum- 
stances.” 

Scarcity of Labor Blamed. 


When shown the observations of Senator 
‘Hansbrough and Chairman Knapp Charles 
P. Neill, United States commissioner of labor, 
paid: 

‘* These suggestions open up an interesting 
field for investigation, in which I think it 
would be well worth while to make a careful 
study. 

‘* Conditions are the same as in a machine 
shop. The men have to keep up with the 
machine. On the whole, I think it may be 
said that the scarcity in the labor market 
and the inability of the railroads té handle 
business offered to them are responsible for 
present conditions In the west. The labor 
bureau, however, Nas not taken up an in- 
vestigation of railroad labor.”

TRAVELING MAN ANSWERS WOM- 
AN’S PLEA; SHE KILLS HIM. 


Algernon Atwood, Salesman for Chi- 
cago Trunk House, Went from Den- 
ver te Boston on Urgent Telegram 
from Margery Clark, Who Claimed 
to Be Hig Wife—She Shoots Him as 
He Sleeps to Keep Him from Join- 
ing Girl in Colorado. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 16.—[{Special.]—Mrs, 
Margery Clark lured Algernon 8. Atwood, a 
traveling man for a Chicago trunk manufac- 
tory, half way across the continent to murder 
him. Last night she shot him while he slept 
and then killed herself for fear he would 
rejoin a woman in Denver of whom she was 
jealous. 

Mrs. Clark asserted that she had been 
secretly married to Atwood ten years ago, 
divorcing her first husband in order to do so. 

Atwood left Boston a year or so ago to 
travel through the west for a St. Loule trunk 
concern, later entering the employ of a Chi- 
cago firm in the same business. He lived in 
Denver, Since then the couple had met only 
at long intervals, though they kept up a 
correspondence. Mrs. Clark always pro- 
fessed a deep love for Atwood, and when she 
heard he was to be married to a Denver wom- 
an she telegraphed him that she wae dying 
and asked him to cometoher. He did so, and 
they had been together for a week. 

Last night she shot him and herself, leaving 
a note explaining why she did it.

M. Greger left the count’s Breton castle, ac- 
cused of stealing ‘a priceless, historic blue 
diamond from the countess, The disappear- 
ance of the gem, M. Greger’s subsequent ar- 
rest, the dismisgal of the charge against 
him, and his suit for damages have engrossed 
Parisian gossips ever since Aug. 2, the date 
of the occurrence. 

M..Greger, who was secretary of the Rus- 
sian embassies at Washington and. Rio de 
Janeiro, was a guest of the count and 
countess in Kereteras castle, in Brittany.

‘‘ A law of this kind would be of the great- 
est value to the country, because if the 
railroads could be compelled to give a swift- 
er movement to cars, the shortage that now 
exists would not result. The business of 
the country, naturally, would be greatly 
facilitated. 

“There are large shippers who use cars as 


long as they want and pay no dem 
upon them. This is a form of discrimina- 
tion which should be stopped and is in its 
nature an evil akin to that of rebates.”

ENGINEERS’ EYESIGHT. 

The question of the standard of vision 
to be required of engineers has come up 
again. The matter will be settled be- 
tween the railroads and the engineers, and 
yet it is the public which is chiefly inter- 
ested. The present standards are not too 
high. At the rate of speed at which ex- 
press trains are run it is important that 
an engineer ehould be able to see acecu- 
rately and at a great distance the signals, 
disregard of which means disaster. 

Ip the case of ordinary men most de 
fects of vision'can be cured by the use 
of glasses. In the case of engineers this 
is not true. When the train is running at 
the rate of a mile a minute the five sec 
onds necessary to remove and wipe 
glasses dimmed by mist will make a dif- 
ference of 440 feet im the position of the 
train. At a curve, crossing, switch, or 
station this may mean loss of life. It fs 
not a eubject for argument; it is a simple 
statement of fact. Loss or breaking of 
glasses is worse etill. Engineers cannot 
go equipped as one near sighted lieuten- 
ant colonel was in the Spanish war, with 
a dozer pairs of glasses in metal cases 
slung about him for use in case of acci- 
dent. The loss of his glasses means dis- 
ability to the engineer. If the fireman is 
called upon to help him out the fireman 
cannot comply without neglecting his own 
work. In many other trades a minute 
lost may be recovered. A life lost by an 
engineer’s minute of blindness cannot be 
recovered, 

There are rans on branch lines and on 
slow trains where the possibility of disas- 
ter through defective vision vf the engi- 
neer is minimized. The man who with 
his glasses is as good as a man who 
without glasses has perfect sight can 
be used there. The railroads do not wish 
to lose the benefit of his experience till 
they have to, but the fast train is no place 
for him. His ambition, his pride, may be 
injured by his relegation to an unimpor- 
tant place, but Ais pocketbook is all right. 
The safety of a hundred péople should not 
be imperiled to save the feelings of one 
engineer. The railroads which rigidly en- 
force the rule against engineers who must 
wear glasses are interested financially in 
maintaining the rule. Though a ralil- 
road, as'a corporation, can feel no emo- 
tion of pity in contemplating the victims 
of a wreck, it ¢an feel the financial loss 
involved. Railroad officials and engineers 
are alike human and should feel equally 
the human side of a wreck which would 
never have occurred if two bits of glass 
had not been dimmed for a few seconds.

The two heaviest eaters of the now living 
crowned heads of Europe are undoubtedly 
King Charles of Portugal, who has inherited 
his voracious appetite from his grandfather, 
the late King Victor Bmmanuel of Italy, and 
King Alfonse of Spain, whose prowesses 
with the fork are due to the fact that he is a 
Bourbon. The Bourbons have for hundreds 
of years been renowned for their extraordi- 
nary capacities in the matter of congumption 
of food, and it ie not altegether surprising 
under the circumstances that most of the 
Bourbon kings of France and many of those 
of Spain and of the two Siciiies heve suc- 
cumbed to stomech troubles. It ls probably 
owing to the youth of Don Alfonso that he 
remains for the present so thin.and conveys 
80 little notion by his of the power 
of his appetite for f ut not for drink, as 
he is a teetotaler. But the bulk of King 
Charles of Portugal is colossal and almost as 
large as that of the late king of Wtirtemberg, 
renowned for his gluttony, and of the maha- 
rajah of Travancore. The latter undergoes 
each year a peculiar ceremony {n connec- 
tion with hie avoirdupois. It is known as 
the ceremony of Talabaram, and consists in 
weighing him againet ean equivalent weight 
in gold.’

It stands t& 
reason, therefore, that the loyal subjects of 
this Indian potentate are extremely inter- 
ested in fattening him, with a view to the in- 
crease of his weight.

Yankee Failings Are Buying Li- 
braries by Yard and Art 
Galleries in Job Lots. 


New Rochelle, N. Y., Dec. 16.—[Special. ]— 
Justice David J. Brewer of the United States 
Bupreme court spoke today at a session of 
the People’s forum on “ The Larger and 
Higher Life of the Nation."" He dwelt on the 
general scope of national tendencies and the 
political and moral life of the American 
people. Justice Brewer found some things to 
criticise, but expressed an optimistic view 
of the future. ' 

“We stand out among nations like Her- 
‘gules,’ ‘he said. ‘‘ If we don't have Hercules’ 
“¢lub, we at least possess a big stick in Wash- 

ington.”’ 

The justice sald though Wwe are a wortd 
power and may glory in our strength, the 
waist measure, though important to a taflor, 
heeessarily does not distinguish one as a 
candidate for the hall of fame. 

“Those ‘responsible for all the greatness of 
the country must answer further questions 
before our value to the world and before the 
world can be determined. The real questions 
are: 

“Which way is thecountry looking? What 
are the ideals and inspirations of this nation? 
Is this republic seeking only material devel- 
opment, ostentation, and parade, or is it 
attiving for a higher life, which shall benefit 
both nation and people? 


- Buy Libraries by Cubic Yard. 

“We are building a big navy. We are now 
the fourth naval power. In all our cities we 
vie in ostentation. We buy libraries by the 
¢ubic yard and adorn galleries by the job lot. 
We want to have the biggest and finest 
yachts, the most gorgeous private estates. 
What does all this signify?” 

Justice Brewer answered this question by 
pointing out what he believed to be a growth 
of extravagance in individual, municipality, 
@nd nation. More than haif the states are 
_in debt heavily, he said. The nation is run- 
ming deeper into debt each year. 

Indebtedness, whether of individual, cor- 
poration, or nation, might indicate an ex- 
pansion of business, he said, and prospect of 
reward in the future, but, unfortunately, in- 
debtedness that incumbers cities. states, and 
national government, as well as the private

‘preparing for war,’ he said. “When we 
Fead that Great Britain had launched the 
Dreadnought a bill was introduced in con- 
gtéss providing for a still greater fighting 
machine.

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U.S.COAST DEFENSE WEAR 


ARMY EXPERT ‘WARNS OF LACK 
IN PERSONNEL AND MATERIAL, 


Brig. Gen, Arthur Murray, Artillery 
Chief, in Annual Report Lays Streas 
on Necessity for Improvement — 
Thinks Attention Would Best Be 
Turned to Perfecting *‘ Submarine 
Mine System—Considers American 
Way Best for Harbor Defense, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—* Both the 
coast and the field artillery are greatly 
deficient in both personnel, and material. 
Neither is in even approximately proper con- 
dition for instruction in time of peace, much 
less in condition for reasonably efficiént 
service in war. The time necessary to put 
either in the latter condition is not a matter 
of days or weeks but of years.”’ 

Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, chief of artil- 
lery, thus sums up the. condition of his 


made public today. He says it cannot be tod 
strongly urged that appropriate legislation 
be passed to correct the defects. 

The total cost of the, coast defenses to 
Feb. 27, last, Gen. Murray says, was $72,- 
750,853. The estimated cost to complete the 
defenses, including purchases of ammuni- 
tion and sites, is $50,879,389. The deduction 
is made that considerably more than half 
the work ‘of coast defense nae been com- 
pleted. 

The three elements most need to secure 
the greatest measure of public safety at the 
least cost, Gen. Murray says, are the full 
installation of the approved range and posi- 
tion . finders .on all mounted guns and 
mortars, the providing of searchlights for 
harbors, and the complete equipment of all 
fortified harbors with submarine mines. 


Value of Submarines Proved. 

The defense of insular ports and the en- 
trances to the Panama canal, it is estimated, 
will cost $19,873,895 for the former and $4,- 
827 682 for the latter. 

The value of submarine mines as an ele- 
ment of tharbor defense, Gen. Murray says, 
has been demonstrated. He maintains that 
the system adopted by the United States 
army is practically perfect. 

Being under. complete electrical control 
from the shore, he says, a line of mines may 
be rendered instantly destructive to an en- 
emy or harmiese to friendly veseels. There- 
fore, he adds, having so many guns and 
mortars already mounted in the United 
Btates, it is believed the greatest amount 
of harbor defense at the least cost can be 
procured by the comngration of the mine sys- 
tem, 


Advises Training Guardsmen. 

Pointing out that it will require 2,278 officers 
and 55,110 men to provide one relief for all 
the defenses constructed and proposed in the 
United States, at the entrances of the isth- 
mian canel, and in the insular possessions, 
Gen. Murray remarks that under the present 
system it would be impracticable to furnig¢h 
this number. Therefore, he says, attention 
must be dire¢ted to some plan that wil) sup- 
ply the deficiency at the outbreak of war from 
the organized militia. 

He thinks that most of the nonexpert class 
may be supplied thus, as well as a number of 
second class experts: from those forces in the 
states which give special training to its 
guardsmen in coast artillery duties.

FEARFUL OF CAR SHORTAGE BILL 


Empowering of Interstate Commission 
to Run Railroads in Emergencies 
May Cause Outbreak. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—If President 
Roosevelt sends a message to congress urg- 
ing it to enact a law empowering the inter- 
state commerce commission to take charge 
ef the physical operation . of railroads in 
emergencies, such as now exists as regards 
ear shortage, a situation will be created that 
may be grave in its cOnséequences. This is 
the opinion of public men familiar with 
transportation matters, who have been in- 
formed, although not by official authority, 
that efforts are being made to induce the 
president to take the most radical step ever 
proposed in connection with legislation rege- 
ulating railroads In the United States, 

So far congress has pasged laws regulating 
only the cost of transportation. The plan to 
authorize the government to step in and man- 
age the railroads, should the government de- 
cide that the carriers are unable to manage 
them, is proposed by Samuel K. Cowan, at- 
torney for the Texas Cattle Growers’ asso- 
ciation, who took a leading part in the move- 
ment that resulted in the passage of the ral!- 
road rate law. 

It is asserted on good authority that Attor- 
ney Cowan has written a bill carrying out his 
ideas and that a draft of the measure has been 
handed to the president, who, in turn, it is 
said, has submitted the proposition to mem- 
bers of the interstate commerce commission. 

Doubt Is expreseed that the president can be 
persuaded to lend his name to this scheme.

The chief 
weakness of the opposition is lack of or- 
ganization. Perhaps half a dozen men are 
fiying their kites to draw the senatorial 
lightning. Each of them appears to have as 
much chance as another. 

The leaderg recognize that there must be 
concentrated effort in the assembly. Con- 
sequently before the legislature meets it is 
almost certain the anti-Baileyites will have 
centered their strength in some one person.

Eleven years ago, when he came here, the 
party was in bad shape. Every county com- 
mittee in the state has received his aid. This 
week it is expected that every republican 
county newspaper and many democratic 
county,papers will print editoriais justifying 
Guggenheim’s election. 


Search Into Expenses Avoided. 

Richard Broad, Guggénheim’s manager, 
has taken extraordinary precautions to pre- 
vent any senatorial investigation of the huge 
expenditures. Mr. Broad is a great sports- 
man, and it is said he often has made wagers 
that some candidate he wanted elected would 
not be elected, giving odds of several hun- 
dred to one. He always lost such wagers, 
which were invariably in connection with 
the election of some member of the legisla- 
ture. 

Former Senator Wolcott was the most 
formidable foe with which Guggenheim had 
to contend, and his death opened up the way 
for Guggenheim to the senate. 

Guggenheim never makes political speeches 
except by proxy. He never gives interviews 
on anything except mining or Colorado's 
great future. His political opinions are an 
enigma so far as the public is concerned. 
He and his manager have devoted their en- 
tire attention for years to the legislative 


ticket. 
Gifts His Claim to Office. 

Last year he gave to the state school of 
mines Guggenheim hall, costing $50,000. He 
also gives a newsboys’ Christmas dinner. 
These, with his contributions, are the sum 
total of his claims on the toga. His friends, 
when asked why he should be chosen, an- 
swered: “ Why, he sayed the gat d in Col- 

orado.”” ,; 

Guggenheim is 39 years old. ‘He came to 
Colorado in 1889, but it was not until eleven 
years ago that he moved from: Pueblo to 
Denver and began laying his wires for the 
senate. 

In 1808 Guggenheim was nominated for 
governor of Colorado by the eilver republic- 
ans. He also had the indorsement of the 
people’s party, but he declined, although he 
would have been elected. He made an effort 
to become a congressman, but the senate 
was the prize he always has coveted,

The bank statement on Saturday was 
haps better than expected, but the gain 
reserve Was not sufficient to overcome the 
deficit. It was reduced, however, by $5,003,- 
125. The deficiency now stands at $1,690,050, 
compared with a surplus of $8,961,075 last 
year and $14,546,625 for the corresponding 
week in 1904. 

The gain in cash was $1,244,100. But there 
Was a decrease in deposits of $15,116,100, 
which reduced the reserve requirements 
$3,799,025. Compared with last year, total 
deposits show a decrease of $16,800,000. The 
item of loans is $27,000,000 greater.

Chicago Stocks. 

The traction securities have not yet re- 
sponded to the state of negotiations withthe 
city council, The figures of values, indicat- 
ing $15.86 a share for the N>rth and West 
Chicago stocks and $102.05 for City railway, 
have made no further impression on security 
holders than to give them some idea of the 
actual value of their property. If the com- 
panies are granted franchises there will be 
in future no occasion for any security: holder 
being deceived about the item of plant and 
equipment. That item, always used to create 
a fictitious surplus, wil) have ite value so 
well established that for a considerable 
period of years it will be easy to determine 
the amount that should be creditedto it. The 
new deal, when it takes place, will certainly 
afford a clearing up of values that will make 
a balance sheet mean something. 

United Boxboard issues sold off, the pre- 
ferred going to 6, being just one point above 
the record low quotation. Thereis now open- 
ly expresse@ more dissatisfaction with the 
character of the management than noted at 
any time previously. T i9 an organized 
effort being made to effect changes which will 
give stockholders an idea of what their se- 
curities stand for. Chicago shareholders are 
especially active in this particular, aad have 
made representations to the management. 
President Barber will, it is said, hold confer- 
ences this week looking toward the formation 
of some reorganization plan, but there does 
not appear to be a great deal of hope. 

Diamond Match stock worked lower ap-. 
parently insympathy with Boxboard While 
the output of the two companies is, of course, 
without any similarity, the management is 
the same. If the management is a failure in 


| the case of the Boxboard company, then it 


seems to be argued that the Diamond Match 
company cannot be getting the best of man- 
agement. However, the two new members 
of the board of directors have made no state- 
ment of dissatisfaction with what they have 
learned. They were placed on the board, it 
ie true, by Mr. Barber, but both ane men 
of affairs and presumably would not continue 
to be mere figureheads in the company. 


Local Money Market. 

The local money market continues. un- 
changed, rates ruling from 6 to 7 per cent. 
The 7 per cent money is largely by one or two 
institutions lending large amounts. Gener- 
ally speaking, the high rate is 6% per cent 
and the minimum 6 per cent. The demand 
continues fairly good. The high rates in 
New York offer an attractive avenue for 
loan, and the surplus of a number of the 
local banks is placed there. 


Good Showing by Banks. 

The showing of earnings the banks of 
Chicago for the year 1906 should be reflected 
in improved sentiment toward bank shares. 
When an institutiom can earn 55 per cent in 
the ordinary course of business there is 
shown highly uncommon earning power, the 
ordinary relation between capital reserve and 
deposits existing. Thies haw’ been accom- 
plished by one: institution carrying an ade- 
quate reserve.

WARMTH BOOSTS DEATH RATE. 


Report of Health Department for Week 
Shows Lack of Cold Injurious 


to Chronic Invalids. 


An increase im the death rate of persons 
having chronic ailments is reported in the 
weekly statement of the health department, 
owing to the abnormally warm weather of 
December. It ig shown that there is an ac- 
cumulated excess of temperature of nearly 
1,000 degrees since the first of the year. 

The first case of smallpox noted since last 
April came to the attention of the health 
department last Thursday. The patient 
came to the city end wae taken in charge 
after he had visited several stores and had 
slept in a lodging house. 

Dairy inepectors examined 1,164 cows in 
the vicinity of the city, and found no @s- 
eased conditions. Food inspectors con- 
demned and ordered destroyed 48,347 pounds 
of unfit foodstuffs. } 

There were 598 deaths, of which 88 were 
caused by pneumonia, the chief cause. Con- 
sumption caused 56 deaths.

James Billings, Once Banker of Du- 
luth, Drifte Into Mobile, Penniless 
and a Wanderer.

16.—[Special.]}—The 
wreck of a man who was once a banker and 
a millionaire drifted into Mobile today from 
Honduras and is asking for aid to return 
to Duluth, Minn.
